Either one of these two things 
must have happened, because we 
kept swinging to the far left.

In any reorganization of state govern- 
ment looking toward economy and effi- 
ciency and a more sensible assignment 
of functions, the role of local govern- 
ment must be considered, too. 

It is most commendable, therefore, 
that the General Assembly again is 
undertaking a study looking toward pos- 
sible correction of some of the inequi- 
ties which exist in taxable property 
evaluations in the state’s 159 counties. 

There has been much talk in the past 
about such an undertaking on a state- 
wide basis. Equalization on such a 
premise is the only sound and fair ap- 
proach. It is the only way, in fact, 
through which the state can be fair to 
all counties while keeping its own fiscal 
house in order. 

There are, of course, wide discrep- 
ancies in actual property values in the 
state. But these discrepancies are not so 
wide as the legislative study will show 
to exist in evaluations. The marked dif- 
ferences in adjoining counties with the 
same type property today is downright 
ludicrous. 

Formulas for distributing state aid to 
education and other programs are based 
largely on these local tax digests. Coun- 
ties and cities which have been forced 
to equalize and upgrade taxable values 
to meet pressures for services actually 
are penalized for doing so. They lose 
relatively in state support while the so- 
called poorer counties gain. 

Such a system discourages local ef- 
fort while encouraging local communi- 
ties to look more and more to the state 
to assume their obligations. Its correc- 
tion must come from the state level in 
a manner which will be fair and equit- 
able to all. 

Several years ago the state left the 
ad valorem tax field almost exclusively 
to counties and local communities to fi- 
nance local services. This did not ac- 
complish its purpose. The majority of 
local governments continue to look to 
the state to finance local bills. 

Georgia cannot provide services ade- 
quately for 159 counties without equal 
participation of local governments based 
on ability to pay. The sooner we ac- 
cept that fact, the better it will be for all

Surely such is 
not in keeping with the purposes and 
ethical standards of the medical profes- 
sion. It is, in fact, a disservice.

Where To Draw Line 
On Entry to Colleges? 


The board of regents of the University 
System of Georgia from economic, aca- 
demic and other reasons continues to 
tighten admission requirements of units 
of the system. The objective of improv- 
ing quality of education is laudable. 

The problem is where to draw the 
line. If it is drawn so tightly that stu- 
dents who deserve higher education and 
who would profit by it are denied its 
advantages, the state itself will be the 
loser. 

There is, of course, no excuse for tax- 
payers to foot the bills for students who 
have no real interest in more educa- 
tion. Neither should advantages be de- 
nied students who can benefit to make 
room for those who go to college be- 
cause their parents think it is the thing 
to do. 

While we admire his contributions 
and appreciate his continued efforts in 
higher education, we cannot believe that 
Regents Chairman Robert O. Arnold 
meant what he said in an address in 
Macon Monday. He proposed admission 
qualifications so stringent for the univer- 
sity system “that damn few white people 
and no Negroes can get in.” 

While obviously an exaggeration, Mr. 
Arnold’s remarks will do little good for 


the objectives of higher education and 


in preserving the system itself. 

It is no secret that Georgia's ele- 
mentary and high school programs need 
great improvements. They cannot be 
improved much without improving qual- 
ity of curricula and faculties. The latter 
depends upon an adequate product from 
colleges and universities. 

Let’s continue to improve the quality 
of education at all levels. In so doing, 
let’s not be so restrictive as to hamstring 


the state’s social and economic progress.

Out in a room where the Associated Press machines bulge against 
the wall, a bell began to ring, ringing with a hurried insistence, 
sounding like a sort of electronic town crier . . . and then the keys on 
a machine stood up and clacked across a piece of paper. 


Thus came the announcement 
that Howard Van Smith of the 
Miami News had been awarded 
the Pulitzer Prize for reporting 
in 1958. 

Now, the reader of a newspaper 
might ask himself. . . what does 
this really mean? 


The reader knows that this is a 
nation of prizes. Oscars. And for 
television, an Emmy. And the 
reader has heard of this annual 
honor in newspapering known as 
a Pulitzer. 

But what does it mean? 


Perhaps the meaning can best 
be explained by a_ postcard, 
smudged until the writing was 
hard to make out. The postcard 
came in a heavy mail more than 
a year ago. It had been mailed 
from the town of Clewiston, out 
on the earthen lip of the great 
lake Okeechobee. 


For more than a week Howard 
Van Smith had been not far away 
from Clewiston. He had crawled 
into the squalor of a migrant work- 
er camp in the little town of Im- 
mokalee. 

There Reporter Smith had dis- 
covered a large dark patch of 
humanity starving . . . migrant 
workers come to Florida to‘ har- 
vest crops, but there were no 
crops because the huge thick fin- 
gers of a freeze had strangled the 


message that Howard Smith had 
been honored by the Pulitzer 
Prize, five words mentioned them- 
selves over and again to me, 
“. . if you keep after it.” 

Fourteen months is a long time 
to remember all the telephone 
calls, all the howls of protest that 
the Miami News was making Im- 
mokalee look like a _ latterday 
village out of “The Grapes of 
Wrath.” You forget many of the 
details. 

But you do remember a report- 
er leaving his home in_ south 
Dade County as evening was 
barging its darkness across the 
sky, telling his sons and wife good- 
night again and driving 125 miles 
to Immokalee. . night after 
night. . . keeping after it. 

There was a threat to run the 
writer out of town. Some of the 
people tried to hide the awful 
truth and this makes for harder, 
longer reporting. At one time, you 
gave the facts to a state govern- 
ment which seemed to think you 
were loose in the head. 

Then . . . after many nights, 
after many weeks of nights. . . 
people of influence began to won- 
der and they got interested and 
read what Smith was writing and 
the governor went down to look 
for himself. . 

Slowly, so slowly it was pain- 
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wars occurred in the Balkans, 
Asia and Africa and exploded in 
armed conflict involving all of 
Western Europe. 

For the sake of more than two 
billion people, I do hope the talks 
in Geneva will be successful.

Geneva To Reveal 


Soviet Intentions 


WASHINGTON—It is necessary to view the 
meeting of the Big Four Foreign Ministers in 
Geneva with reserve—and limited hope. The 


conference poses three significant tests. It should not be long be- , 
fore we know: Whether the Soviets are at the point where they want 


to negotiate earnestly. 

Whether the unity of the West 
can stand up under concentrated 
Soviet pressure. 

How well the new American 
secretary of state, Christian Her- 
ter, will handle himself under try- 
ing circumstances. 

It will be wise not to expect 
large results or quick results. 

The mood and manner of the 
early sessions at Geneva should 
be revealing on one point. The 
objective of the French, British 
and U.S. secretaries is to talk with 
the Soviet foreign minister, An- 
drei Gromyko, privately and can- 
didly without propaganda and 
without resounding publicity. 

This is all to the good. I think 
that we newspaper correspond- 
ents ought to recognize that there 
can be too much publicity in diplo- 
matic negotiation. There is noth- 
ing to be said for secret conve- 
nants but there is much to be said 
for open covenants secretly ar- 
rived at. All I am saying is that 
earnest, genuine negotiation can- 
not be conducted in a goldfish 
bowl. 

This is clearly what Herter has 
in mind and if the Soviets turn 
the Geneva meeting into a propa- 
ganda rostrum we will soon learn 
whether they want to negotiate se- 
riously.

They live on a large ranch 
in Malibu, Calif., where he raises 
thoroughbred horses, some of 
which the actor trains for movie 
and television stunts. Cisco's 
own horse, “Diablo,"’ is a home- 
grown product of Renaldo’s 
Rancho Amigo.”

Voice Box Gone, 


He Still Can Talk 


A Boston newsman, Bill Cun- 
ningham, known throughout the 
country for his radio broadcasts, 
was suddenly silenced a few 
months ago by the removal of his 
larynx for cancer. 


The larynx has been compared 
to a combination of a violin and a 
wind instrument because the vi- 
brations of the vocal cords are 
activated by the blast of air which 
comes from the windpipe in just 
the right amount to set off a cer- 
tain rate of vibrations. 


Now when this exquisitely op- 
erated voice apparatus is de- 
stroyed by a malignant growth 
which has to be removed to save 
the life of the patient, what can 
be devised by man to replace it? 
Artificial voice boxes used to be 
a more or less satisfactory sub- 
stitute. 


Nowadays, however, a more in- 
genious method has been devised, 
a device which works without ex- 
traneous contraption. Patients 
are taught with infinite fortitude 
and persistence on the part of 
both teacher and pupil, to swallow 
air through the oesophagus. Then 
during expulsion this swallowed 
air vibrates against the oesopha- 
gus, the throat and the mouth. 
When it is forced back through 
the mouth, words and sentences 
are formed by tongue and lip 
movements. 


In a recent edition of the AMA 
News, there is a picture of Mrs. 
Mary Doehler, a_ 67-year-old 
laryngectomee (a person who her- 
self has had this operation for 
removal of the larynx) sitting in 
the Cunningham living room 
teaching Bill how to speak in this 
ingenious manner. 


Such things cannot happen 
“without our special wonder.” 
And the wonder grows with ad- 
miration for both teacher and 
pupil when one hears, as I re- 
cently did, words spoken by that 
pupil which were so clearly enun- 
ciated that there was no question 
but that the vehicle of speech 
would be restored to that valiant 
person.

The first three bids were rou- 
tine but North’s jump to six hearts 
was too aggressive. To justify 
such vigorous action, North should 
have had either the king of spades 
or diamonds.

West opened the five of hearts 
and declarer apparently had a| 
choice of going to work on the | 
the former as offering the better 
chance. The ace of spades was 
cashed and a low spade ruffed in 
dummy. A low heart to his hand 
brought the cheering news that 
trumps had broken. 


Declarer next cashed the ace of 
diamonds. He then decided it 
would be awkward to ruff out all 
of the black cards, and holding 
West under suspicion by reason of 
the trump lead, he decided to put 
through the queen of spades.

Every- 
thing now depended on the club 
finesse, but declarer was spared
